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FAUBUS ASSERTS

Governor, in National 
TV Interview, Says 
He Hopes to Keep 
Integration Fight in 
‘Legal Arena.’

LITTLE ROCK, Sept. 18—~— 
Gov. Orval E. Faubus of Ark- 
ansas said today he hoped to 
keep the school integration 
controversy “in the legal 
arena,” but would again use 
the Arkansas National Guard, 
if necessary,” to keep peace, 
pone property and protect 

ves, 


Appearing in a nationally 
televised interview on the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co.’s “To- 
day” program, Gov. Faubus 
added quickly, “I'm not going 
to send troops to Central High 
School to enforce integration. 
That’s a federal problem.” 

Last year the Governor used 
the National Guard to prevent 
nine Negro students from en- 
tering Central High under a 
federal court order. When a 
federal injunction was obtained 
against the use of the Guard, 
he withdrew the troops. This 
was followed by rioting, quelled 
only when President Eisenhow- 
er sent paratroo to Little 
Rock and federa the Na- 
tional Guard, calling it back 
into service. ‘ 

Denies Court Defiance. — 

Faubus asserted neither 
Arkansas nor Virginia, which 
also has enacted laws closing 
schools integrated under fed- 
eral court orders, is defying 
federal courts by these steps. 

“Each is acting within its 
own constitutional orbit,” he 
said. “The people, themselves, 
are masters of both the courts 
and. Congress,” he added, at- 
tributing the statement to 
Abraham Lincoln, 

In response to othem ques- 
tions, Faubus said thé Little 
Rock Private School Corp., 
chartered yesterday, had been 
organized for the purpose of 
carrying out his plan for oper- 
ating as segregated institutions 
the four Little Rock high 
schools he closed. He expressed 
the belief it was legally pos- 
sible, under recently enacted 
Arkansas Jlégislation, to use 
state school funds to operate 
these as private schools. 

Would Abide by Vote. 

Gov. Faubus. said that if 
Little Rock citizens voted for 
integrated schools at a special 
election he has called for Sept. 
27, he would abide by the de- 
cision. 

“If the’ people want it, it 
can be accomplished,” he said. 
“But it is most difficult or 
nearly impossible to enforce 
any law which the people be- 
lieve wrong.” 

He said he thought senti- 
ment throughout the nation 
was with Arkansas on the 
question of state versus fed- 
eral rights. 

“In a nation-wide referen- 
dum we would win hands down 
on a vote as to. whether or not 
the rights of a state should be 
taken over by the federal gov- 
ernment,” he said. 

Meanwhile, the incorporators 
of the Little Rock ‘Private 
School Corp. held their first 
meéeting today. 

Incorporation, granted yes- 
terday by Circuit Judge J. 
Mitchell Cockrill, was the first 
step in the plan of the Gover- 
nor to reopen the high schools 
as. private, segregated institu- 
tions. 

Of the six incorporators, two 
are avowed segregation advo- 
cates and one is an appointee 
of the Faubus administration.

Bodies of Mr. and Mrs. 
Elmer Sattler Found 
in Los Angeles — 
Nurse Hears Shots.

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 18— 
Elmer A. Sattler, former Belle- 
ville (Ill.) stove manufacturer, 
shot and killed his sick wife, 
and shot himself in their Los 
Angeles apartment Wednesday 
night; authorities reported 
today. 

Police, summoned to the 
apartment by a nurse, found 
the body of Mrs. Helen Sattler, 
67 years old, in bed. She had 
been shot in the right temple, 
apparently as she slept. The 
officers broke down the locked 
door of the bathroom and 
found the body of Sattler, 69. 
He had fired a bullet from a 
a38-caliber automatic pistol in- 
to his brain, they said. 

Mrs. Gladys King, the nurse, 
said Mrs. Sattler became se- 
riously ill of cancer last 
month, and she was employed 
by the husband to take care of 
the sick woman. Sattler re- 
portedly first learned of the 
seriousness of his wifé’s condi- 
tion last week. Mrs. King said 
she was in the kitchen of the 
partment-when she heard the 
shots. 

Sattler, known to associates 
as “Duke” because of his 
habitually neat attire, came to 
California with his wife, the 
former Helen Jones, from 
Belleville more than 30 years 
ago. He was a son of the late 
Frederick Sattler, a founder of 
the former Pump & Skein 
Stove Works in: Belleville. 

After serving in his father’s 
firm, “Duke” Sattler became 
president of the old Belleville 
Stove & Range Co. . Leaving 
that company, he and a cousin, 
John H. Sattler, formed Gaf- 
fers & Sattler Stove Co. in Los 
Angeles. 

Both Sattler and his wife re- 
mained with the firm after it 
was sold to the Utility Appli- 
ance Corp. in*1946, he as a 
salesman and Mrs. Sattler as a 
secretary. She continued to 
work until recently, when she 
entered a hospital for a physi- 
cal examination. John Sattler 
now is associated with a firm 
here that manufactures stoves 
for house trailers. 

The only known relative of 
either Mr. and Mrs. Sattler 
still living in Belleville is Lee 
Jones, a brother of Mrs. 
Sattler.

UAW President Walter Reu- 
ther said he will now turn his 
attention to General Motors 
and Chrysler. He undoubtedly 
will ask for similar contract 
gains from the two firms with 
which talks resume today. 
_Terms of the Ford pact, 
which must stilt be ratified 
and approved by UAW locals, 
bring an approximaté 10-cent 
hourly pay boost for all ‘work- 
ers, plus extra fringe benefits. 
The new average hourly rate 
is estimated at about $2.52. 
The pay increase comes from 
the reinstatement of an an- 
nual improvement factor and a 
cost-of-living allowance which 
expired with the termination of 
the old contract over the 
Memorial day weekend.

Wages—No flat pay increase 
for production workers, How- 
ever, continuation of annual 
improvement factor and cost of 
living adjustment provides im- 
mediate increase of between 9 
and 10 cents an hour. A frac- 
tion less than 7 cents comes 
from the 24% per cent improve- 
ment factor, 3 cents for the 
cost of living adjustment. 

Skilled Worker Wages—An 
increase of 8 cents an hour in 
base pay for.tool and die work- 
ers and other classifications. 
These pay rates vary. 

Layoff Pay—Extension of the 
maximum payment period from 
26 weeks to 39 weeks and an 
increase to a flat 65 per cent 
of take-home pay for the full 
period; formerly it was 65 per 
cent for the first four weeks 
and 60 per cent for the remain- 
der. Layoff pay (supplemental 
unemployment benefits) is in 
addition to state unemploy- 
ment compensation.

TAIPEI, Formosa, Sept. 18 
(AP) — The American com- 
mand on Formosa indicated to- 
day United States jet fighters 
will attack any Chinese Com- 
munist warplanes that try to 
prevent Nationalist supply 
drops to the besieged offshore 
islands. 


This was made known short- 
ly before Nationalist Air Force 
headquarters claimed its Sa- 
brejets shot down five Com- 
munist MIGs and possibly a 
sixth in air battles over Que- 
moy today. A communique 
said all Nationalist planes re- 
turned to base safe. 

The communique reported 
two aerial engagements in the 
late afternoon in which four 
Sabrejets took part against 
more than 30 MIGs. The Sa- 
brejets were providing cover 
for Nationalist supply convoys 
when the dogfighting began. 

Air force headquarters also 
claimed its Sabrejets sank 
three Communist torpedo 
boats and damaged a fourth in 
the Quemoy area.

Seven Reported Downed. 


The last encounter with MIGs 
took place Sept. 8, when the 
Nationalists claimed their jet 
fighters shot down seven Red 
planes and damaged two -more 
near the mainland seaport of 
Swatow. 


So far the Chinese Commu- 
nists have made no attempt to 
attack Nationalist C-46 cargo 
planes parachuting supplies to 
Little ° Quemoy island. Two 
more drops were made without 
incident yesterday, the defense 
ministry said. 

American, fighters flew high 
over the Formosa Strait off 
Little Qyuemoy while the drops 
were made, ready to go after 
any MIGs that might attack the 
cargo planes, a United States 
spokesman said. 

The United States jets did 
not fly directly over the out- 
post islands in order to “avoid 
provocative action,” the spokes- 
man added. 

He called the American 
planes far superior to the MIGs 
which Red China has concen- 
trated on mainland airfields in 
the Quemoy area. 

F-104s on Patrol. 

The United States backed up 
its warning by sending F-104 
Star fighters on patrol over the 
Formosa Strait for the first 
time today. The better than 
1000-mile-an-hour planes are 
the world’s fastest. 

Nationalist - pilots are now 
training in six supérsonic 
F-100 Supersabre jet fighters, 
A.P. Correspondent James Cary 
reported from an airbase. in 
southern Formosa. The first 
group of pilots is expected to 
be checked out jn the planes 
within six weeks and then will 
begin training a full squadron 
of F-100 pilots.

ENVOYS PURSUE 


FORMOSA TALKS 


Two-Hour Session Held 

in Warsaw—Peiping 

‘Rules Out Cease-Fire 
During Parley. 


WARSAW, Sept..18 (AP) — 
United States and Chinese 
Communist ambassadors met 
for two hours today to con- 
tinue discussion of their coun- 
tries’ positions in the Formosa 
strait. 


The two diplomats left their 
conference as tight-lipped as 
they had arrived, but the un- 
usual length of their first two 
sessions created the impression 
that they were getting down 
to brass tacks. They plan to 
meet again Sunday. 


Shortly before United States 
Ambassador Jacob Beam and 
Wang Ping-nan, the Red 
Chinese ambassador, conferred, 
Peiping radio broadcast a re- 
fusal to agree to a ceasefire 
in the offshore islands as long 
as the talks go on. 

‘No Question of Ceasefire.’ 

“There is no question of a 
ceasefire since China and the 
United States are not at war,” 
said an article in the official 
Peiping newspaper People’s 
Daily, broadcast by the Com- 
munist radio. 


“The Chinese people have 
waged a struggle to liberate 
the whole of their territories 
for the past 11 years. The 
present military action of the 
Chinese people against the 
Chiang Kai-shek troops en- 
trenched in Quemoy is a con- 
tinuation of that struggle and 
has nothing to do with world 
tension.” 

Referring to President Eis- 
enhower’s speech urging a 
peaceful settlement in the area, 
the article accused Washing- 
ton of trying to lay down a 
“ceasefore snare” to lure Pei- 
ping into tacit acceptance of 
American “occupation” of For- 
mosa.

Dulles said the United States 
reserved the right to bring the 
Formosa strait problem to the 
UN. if the Warsaw talks 
turned out to be inconclusive.

NORFOLK, Va., Sept. 18 
(AP)—A United States District 
Court judge today knocked 
down a state court injunction 
barring Negroes from white 
schools. , 

This action, a temporary in- 
junction by Judge Walter E. 
Hoffman, taken at the request 
of the Norfolk Schoo] board, 
cleared the way for assignment 
of 17 Negroes to Norfolk's six 
white secondary schools, at- 
tended by about 10,000 pupils. 

When the board actually as- 
signs the Negroes, as it is ex- 
pected to do tomorrow, it will 
start the processes leading to 
school closure under Virginia 
law.

“If Britain and the United 
States.of America continue to 
perfect nuclear weapons by 
means of test explosions, the 
Soviet Union also probably will 
be forced in the. final analysis 
to resume tests,” the English- 
magna Dene oadcast said.

Other Issues Discussed 
by Radio Panel. 


Opinions on some of the 
major issues which will be be- 
fore the Missouri Legislature 
next January were expressed 
last night by Republican and 
Democratic nominees for state 
senatorial posts at stake in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county at 
the Nov. 4 general election. 

Four of the eight major par- 
ty nominees for senator were

by the Leagues of Women Vot- 
ers of Metropolitan St. Louis 
on radio station KMOX. The 
other four candidates were un- 
able, to attend. 
Tax Withholding Issue. 

Senator John P. Barrett 
(Dem.), who is seeking re-elec- 
tion in the Sixth District, was 
asked his opinion on the pro- 
posal] to establish a withhélding 
system for collection of state 
income taxes: 

“If that is the answer for 
more income with less cost, it 
would be fine,” he said, “but if 
it would be just another bureau 
for the state to support, I 
would be opposed to it.” 

Lester R. Bammann, Bar- 
rett’s Republican opponent, 
was somewhat more positive on 
this issue, asserting he does 
not believe it necessary for the 
state ‘to have a withholding 
system. 

“It would just mean more 
work for the employers,” Bam- 
mann said, “and I can’t see 
why all the income taxes due 
cannot be collected now, un- 
less there is something wrong 
in the office of the Director of 
Revenue.” 

Melvin H. Krah, Republican 
nominee in the Second Dis- 
trict and former alderman 
from the Tenth Ward, said he 
“certainly would favor a with- 
holding system, if it would 
mean additional millions of 
dollars income as Director of 
Revenue Milton Carpenter has 
estimated.” 

A similar opinion was ex- 
pressed by State Representa- 
tive Raymond B. Hopfinger, 
who is the Democratic nomi- 
nee for State Senator in the 
Fourteenth (St. Louis county) 
District. 

Earnings Tax Increase. 

Barrett, Bammann and Krah 
all said they favored increas- 
ing the city earnings tax, if 
the voters in the city ap- 
proved. Hovfinger disapproved. 

“I would be much in favor 
of the city earnings tax, if they 
wouldn’t tax the county resi- 
dents,” Hopfinger said. “A lot 


| of St. Louis residents work in 


the county and are not taxed 
by the county. I don’t know 
why th county residents 
should be taxed by the city-” 
Hopfinger and Krah, in re- 
sponse to a question from Mrs. 
Don Niederlander, moderator 
of the program, both said they 
favored advancing the date of 
Missouri primary 
from August to the first week 
in May “ to give the people 
the utmost opportunity to 
vote.” 
- On the matter of annual 
legislative sessions, Barrett 
pointed out there have been 
seven sessions, including spe- 
cial ones, in less than five 
years.

“And now everybody is rais- 
ing a great hullabaloo "aak pro- 
claiming the end of the re- 
cession because steel] has final- 
ly climbed until it is operating 
at more than 60 per cent of 
capacity. 

“Think of it, nearly 40 per 
cent of the strength of a basic 
industry like steel going to 
waste—and people telling us 
the recession is over. 

“Well, ‘the 5,000,000 men 
who are still unemployed don’t 
think the recession is over. You 
know that... . 

“This is a shameful situation, 
Our Army and Navy am Air 
Force all need much more 
modern equipment. And they 
need steel to help provide it, 
This unused capacity in the 
steel industry ought to be used 
for that purpose. The unem- 
ployed workers in the steel in- 
dustry ought to be put to work 
for that purpose.” 

Recalls ‘Great Crusade.’ 

Truman blamed the Repub- 
licans for the defeat of the 
Kennedy-Ives anti-racketeering 
labor bill and said: 

“Now, tell me, what has 
happened to the morals of the 
‘Great Crusadé’?” 

Truman said “the strangest 
thing happened” after the Sen- 
ate passed the bill and sent it 
to the House of Representa- 
tives.

Variety of Questions.

national union’s affairs. 

He was asked by Kennedy if 
he had ever threatened to kill 
Sol Lipman, of Detroit, - or 
threatened to have him killed. 
Hoffa vehemently denied any 
such threats. 

“TI wouldn’t waste my time 
even talking about it,” Hoffa 
snapped. He denied that he 
told Lipman in_ his office that 
he could be shot there, and 
that no one wotld ever know 
about it, and that, anyway, 
juries were pretty good to him. 

“Did you ever say anything 


to him about having him 
killed, murdered or shot,” Ken- 
nedy inquired. 

“Mr, Kennedy,” Hoffa re- 


plied disdainfully, "if you want 
to make this dramatic, all 
right, but the answer is no.’ 
Had Words With Lipman. 
Hoffa admitted he had some 
sharp words with Lipman in 
August 1957, after the Retail

Kennedy noted that although

Ken- 
nedy wanted to know if these 
payments were made to inflate 
the local’s representation in the 
federation and thus help Hof- 
fa’s rule of the state body. 


“T’'ve controlled that federa- 
tion longer than you've been 
around,” Hoffa snapped, “I 
didn’t need any extra votes.” 


He was questioned about 
payments totaling $14,762 in 
1957 to Hyman Fischbach, an 
attorney, who was a co-defend- 
ant of Hoffa last year when he 
was tried for allegedly trying 
to bribe John Cye Cheasty, a 
committee investigator, to slip 
him secrets from the commit- 
tee’s files. 


Hoffa said he presumed the 
payments to Fischbach, which 
continued long after the Hoffa 
doy ended, were for legal serv- 
ces. 


Fischbach was the “go-be- 
tween” who got Cheasty and 
Hoffa together. Hoffa and 
Fischbach were indicted but 
were granted separate trials. 
Hoffa was acquitted by a jury 
in federal court here in the 
summer of 1957. The Govern- 
ment did not bring Fischbach 
to trial after the Hoffa case 
fell through. 

Other Testimony. 

On other matters Hoffa testi- 
fied: 

Prospective jurors in the 
bribery trial Were checked on 
by the union because Hoffa 
wanted to know if any of them 
were strikebreakers, anti-union 
or employers who had had 
trouble with unions.

not wholly, reassured by the 
course of events thus far.” 

He recalled that U.N. Secre- 
tary General Dag Hammar- 
skjold had recently met with 
Arab rulers. He expressed the 
hope that the forthcoming re- 
port of the Secretary General 
would disclose that U.N. direc- 
tives were effective and that 
United States troops in Leba- 
non and British troops in Jor- 
dan could be evacuated. 

“It is significant that the 
Arab nations of the Near East 
themselves developed the 
agreed formula and thereby 
they assumed a major respon- 
sibility,’ Dulles continued. He 
pointed out that they haz 
agreed to a U.N. resolution 
that each state should respect 
the independence of others 
and avoid fomenting rebellion. 

“It has seemed practicable,” 
Dulles reported, “in agreement 
with the president and presi- 
dent-elect of Lebanon to with- 
draw a second contingent of 
United States forces. Also, 
soon after he takes office, the 
United States expects to dis- 
cuss with the new president of 
Lebanon a specific schedule for 
early withdrawal of the remain- 
ing American forces.” 

Dulles proposed considera- 
tion of establishing a U.N. 
monitoring system to discour- 
age inflamatory broadcasts. 

On the subject of disarma- 

ment, the Secretary said there 
had been a “significant break- 
through” in recent months. He 
recalled that the United States 
had always considered a sys- 
tem of vertification of agree- 
ments as a prerequisite of any 
treaty. 
“A technical consensus as to 
the necessary monitoring sys- 
tem has been.reached by quali- 
fied experts of different na- 
tions,” he said. “We hope now 
to begin to negotiate at Geneva 
a substantive agreement (‘on 
suspending tests of nuclear 
weapons). 

“We do this in expectation 
that further arms contro] ar- 
rangements will shortly come | 
into effect,” he added. ‘The | 
Soviet Union apparently has | 


finally recognized this priuciple | 


in connection with a possible 
arrangement to suspend the 
testing of nuclear weapons. 
The best hope for progress in 
arms control now seems to rest 
in taking moderate but con- 
crete steps to reduce the 
dangers of war.” 

Dulles urged the assembly, 
in the interest of preserving in- 
ternational harmony, to consid- 


er creating a U.N. peace force | 
which would make it possible 
“to bring together on short no- 
tice a U.N. group” for use in 
troubled regions. 

Turning to the situation in 
Hungary and Germany, Dulles 
declared that “the Hungarian 
tragedy still continues.” 

“The Soviet government also 
defies all efforts to achieve 
the reunification of Germany,” 
he said. “Members of the U.N. 
which believe in freedom and 
self-determination for Asia and 
Africa, should equally support 
it in eastern Europe.” 

Dulles said that despite | 
spending 45 billion dollars an- | 
nually for defense, the United | 
States is “determined to move | 
forward in the field of econo- | 
mic development” abroad. 

“The United States is pre- | 
pared to consider the feasibili- | 
ty of creating an international | 
development association, as an 
affiliate of the World Bank, 
under conditions likely to as- 
sure broad and effective sup- 
port,” he said. 

“The United States is ready 
to provide vigorous support 
for technical assistance. It will | 
do so through its own pro-| 
grams, through the expanded 
technical assistance program of 
the United Nations, and 
through a substantial initial 
contribution to the new special 
projects fund.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 
(AP)—A Federal Reserve Board 
governor warned yesterday of 
inflationary danger signals in 
the current upward march of 
stock market prices.

“No one who gives careful | 
daily attention to the financial | 
pages could have missed the | 
appearance of such danger | 
signals—nor have failed to. 
notice that the Federal Re- 
serve has been acting to check | 
them, although its actions have 
been steady and progressive | 
rather than dramatic and 
drastic.” 


Szymczak attributed the ris- 
ing trend of interest rates in. 
recent times largely to the 
“almost psychotic fears of in- | 
flation in the future” which 
he said afflict lenders and in- | 
vestors. 


They have been reluctant to) 
lend or to invest in bonds 
carrying a fixed rate of in- 
terest return, Szymeczak said,

Rogers said. “Basically, they 
come down to this: That a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States interpret- 
ing the Constitution of the 
United Statcs issomething less 
than an authoritative expres- 
sion of the law. 

“This is an unsound notion 
which causes misunderstanding 
and confusion.” 

The Attorney General said 
the framers of the Constitution 
had made it, in its own lan- 
guage, “the supreme law of 
the land.” He said the Consti- 
tution was drafted fh “broad 
terms” that had to be inter- 
preted by somebody. 


Deliberate Selection. 


The framers deliberately 
picked the judiciary for that 
job of interpretation, Rogers 
said. He added that the Su- 
preme Court has the “ultimate 
responsibility.” 


“They concluded that if a na- 
tion were to be forged,” he 
said, “an independent federal 
judiciary must be created to 
determine, among other things 
the constitutional rights of the 
individual in relation- to gov- 
ernmental authority and the 
roles of the states in relation 
to one another and in relation 
to the United States.” 


This concept, he told the 
meeting, “is central to our po- 
litical structure ... the means 
which enable us to remain a 
country of numerous states 
ar in a single nation.” 


ogers said it was inevitable 
that some Supreme Court de- 
cisions would be unpopular. 
The way for those who disa- 
gree to overcome a constitu- 
tional decision, is “by the ‘or- 
derly process of constitutional 
amendment,” he said, not by 
“defiance or lawlessness.” 


North Carolina Decision. 
By the Associated Press. 

Rogers said the Supreme 
Court of North Carolina, which 
he described as “long and deep- 
ly committed to the view that 
separation of the races in pub- 
lic schools was legally permis- 
sible,” stated in a 1956 school 
decision: 

“The Constitution of the 
United States takes precedence 
over the Constitution of North 
Carolina. In the interpreta- 
tion of the Constitution of the 
United States, the Supreme 
Court of the United States is 
the final arbiter. Its decision 
(in the school cases) is the law 
of the land and will remain so 
unless reversed or altered by 
constitutional means.” 

The Attorney General said 
that in some areas of the coun- 
try there obviously are diffi- 
cult problems of adjustment to 


school integration, and he add- 


ed: 

“But these difficulties, I am 
convinced, can be overcome— 
not, of course, by an attitude 
of defiance, which is futile and 
damaging—but by a determina- 
tion on the part of men of good 
will to find constructive solu- 
tions within the guidelines 
marked out by the Supreme 
Court.”

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U.S. IO UNFREEZE 
$9,000,000 AlD 
PLEDGED EGYPT

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18— 
The United States will pres- 
ently make available to the 
United Arab Republic about 
$5,000,000 in foreign aid frozen 
when Egypt nationalized the 
Universal Suez Canal Co.’ in 
July 1956. 

The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion has decided to release the 
frozen funds in the hope that 
it will lead to more normal 
relations with the United Arab 
Republic made up of Egypt 
and Syria, and that it may in- 
duce President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser to take a less hostile 
attitude toward the United 
. States. 

The $5,000,000 represents 
the undelivered part of “the 
United States pledge to a joint 
undertaking knewn as the 
Egyptian American Rural Im- 
provement Service, which was 
signed in March 1953 before 
President Nasser rose to power. 

Under this technical co-oper- 
ation agreement, the United 
States .agreed to contribute 

10,000,000 and Egypt $15,- 
000,000. Up to the time of the 
nationalization of the canal 
company, the United States 
had contributed about $4,000,- 
000 in response to money put 
up by Egypt. 

After nationalization the 
United States made no further 
payments and withdrew its 
technical advisers. The Rural 
Improvement Service contin- 
ued to operate on funds pre- 
viously contributed. Last No- 
vember, however, when the 
funds were nearly exhausted, 
the United States contributed 
$600,000 on a matching basis. 


Raymond A. Hare, United 
tates ambassador in Cairo, 
as been discussing the release 
of the rest of the pledged funds 
for some time with President 
Nasser and the ministry of 
finance. 

Officials here say the releas- 
ing of the Rural Improvement 
Service funds is part of a pro- 
gressive “feeling-out” process 
on which the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration has decided. A 
few weeks ago the United 
States permitted the resump- 
tion of Shipments of CARE 
packages to Egypt. 

The United States expects 
that following the release of 
the $5,000,000 some United 
States technicians will return 
to Egypt, and that the Cairo

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U.S. REPORTS RISE 
WN SALES, PROFITS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 
(UPI) — The Government says 
sales, profits and profit rates 
of manufacturers rose from 
April through June this year, 
marking the first quarterly im- 
provement in profit rates since 
the end of 1956. 


Tite Securities and Exchange 
Commission reported manufac- 
turing sales in the second quar- 
ter this. year rose. from their 
recession lows by 3 per cent 
and after-tax profits increased 
15 per cent from first-quarter 
low ebbs. It said profits after 
taxes per gollar of sales 
climbed to 3.8 cents, compared 
with 3.4 cents in the January- 
March period. 

This was the best profit mar- 
gin since the final quarter of 
1956 when the rate was 5.2 
cents. The figure fell steadily 
after that, presumably reflect- 
ing cost squeezes and less-than- 
capacity operations which tend 
to push up unit costs. 


The figures were disclosed in 
an SEC quarterly financial re- 
port on United States manu- 
facturing corporations issued 
late yesterday. It said the best 
gains occurred’among “small- 
er” corporations — those with 
assets of less than $10,000,000. 

In the largest sized group— 
firms with assets of one billion 
dollars or more—the SEC said 
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the trend continued downward 
mainly because of profit de- 
clines among automobile manu- 
facturers and petroleum refin- 
ers. 

Manufacturing firms were 
hardest hit by the recession, 
which centered mainly in fac- 
tory equipment and durable 
consumer goods. The SEC re- 
port showed that second quar- 
ter sales of such firms ad- 
vanced to $74,400,000,000—still 
was well below the $80,900,- 
000,000 of the June quarter in 
1957. 


Second quarter (April-June) 
profits were estimated at $2,- 
800,000,000, compared with $2,- 
500,000,000 in the first three 
months of the year and $4,100,- 
000,000 in the second quarter of 
1957.

Our Far East Errors 


We seem to have lost our way 
and to lack a capacity to find a 
sane solution for a realistic and 
sensible policy in our relations 
with China and Formosa. 


China is a great country of 
about 600,000,000 people. It was 
our ally in the Second World 
War. Its peoples have a long 
record of non-aggression. They 
are interested primarily in land, 
shelter and bread. They and we 
crave peace. They and we have 
been led astray by leaders more 
or less blind and incompetent. 


Formosa is an island, ruled by 
Japan for many years, until lib- 
erated at the end of the last war. 
It is ruled now by Chiang Kai- 
shek with our help; and I have 
been told by several well-in- 
formed people that it is a “police 
state,” governed by its ruler, who 
has illusions of grandeur and 
hopes of “freeing” by force the

and, 


I have always believed that we 
should have recognized the Gov- 
ernment of China—even though 
we continued to support and pro- 
tect the Nationalists in Formosa. 

Perhaps it might be possible to 
restore Quemoy and Matsu to 
China in return for an agreement 
not ‘to invade Formosa and to 
bring about a unified Korea as 
an independent, self-governing 
nation.

It had been my understanding 
that our Army served a triple

After Warsaw, What? . 


What comes next if the Warsaw talks with 
Communist China fail to find a way out of the 
Quemoy impasse? 

Chiang Kai-shek has left the United States 
Government in no doubt of what his own 
reply to that question would be if he got 
his way. 

To begin with, as NBC Correspondent Cecil 
Brown reported from Taipei, Chiang is op- 
posed to the whole idea of talks with Com- 
munist China. He can be expected therefore 
to do everything in his power to break’ them 
up if they promise any meaningful agree- 
ment, such as an agreement to withdraw 
from Quemoy and Matsu in exchange for a 
pledge of no attack on Formosa. Chiang 
would describe any such arrangement as “‘ap- 
peasement.” And Messrs. Dulles and Eisen- 
hower have promised that they will make no 
dgreement prejudicing Chiang’s “rights.” 

Now Chiang has gone further, and publicly 
announced what he intends to do if the talks 
fail. Joseph Alsop reports from Taipei ‘that 
the Generalissimo, while promising to be pa- 
tient for a while, condemned the convoy sys- 
tem as “no solution” to the blockade of Que- 
moy, and “added firmly that if the blockade 
continues he would soon be forced to order 
his air force to attack the Chinese Communist 
artillery positions that are now keeping the 
Quemoy beaches under heavy fire.” 


It is hard to bear the arrogance and pre- 
tension of a deposed war lord who can talk 
in such terms to a nation upon whose armed 
power he is wholly dependent. Without 
American backing, Chiang’s regime would not 
last six months on Formosa or anywhere else. 
Yet he is so unmindful of the true relation- 
ship that he can patronizingly offer only a 
little more patience before he takes the step 
which might plunge the world into nuclear 
war. 


In Mr. Alsop’s words, if China’s air squad- 
rons begin to operate over the mainland, the 
fat will be in the fire whether the American 
Government likes it or not. Nationalist planes 
would soon require to be supported by Amer- 
ican planes. And American planes conven- 
tionally armed would soon require to be 
armed with nuclear weapons. 


Does it not follow that those Nationalist 
air squadrons must continue to be leashed— 
and not by wistful American request but by 
unequivocal command? And does it not also 
follow that to avoid permitting Chiang’s 
troops on Quemoy to be starved out, Chiang 
should be prepared to evacuate Quemoy and 
Matsu as he was required to evacuate the 
Tachens in 1955? 


Except for the booming guns, the Quemoy 
situation is relatively quiet at the moment. 
It is fatuous to assume that because President 
Eisenhower said “boo” to Peiping, therefore 
peace has been secured. A- peace based upon 
self-restraint in Peiping is no peace. A rela- 
tively calm interlude is just when foresighted 
action ought to be set in motion to avert the 
next crisis. 


Unfortunately our State Department under 
Mr. Dulles has a way of doing nothing during 
the quiet periods, and of then responding to 
emergencies with fuzzy and overblown moral 
preachments rather than sane estimates of 
the national interest. 


Now is the time, therefore, for the people 
to speak. If they do not want to be sucked 
into a war for a couple of coastal islands 
three miles off the China mainland, in case 
the Warsaw talks fail, they had better let 
their Government know it now. 


P. S. to the Juvenile Code 


An actual case involving a charge of con- 
tributing to the delinquency of a minor has 
now pointed up the necessity of correcting a 
deficiency in Missouri’s otherwise excellent 
new juvenile code. In their desire to make 
the code conform to the modern concept that 
juvenile offenders should not be stigmatized 
for life, the framers of the code unfortunately 
omitted to define delinquency. 


The consequence, of course, is to remove, 
not a stigma, but a protection. Without retro- 
grading to the obsolete notion that a minor 
who offends must be branded a criminal for 
the rest of his life, it should be possible to 
remedy the omission. To do so should be one 
of the first acts of the Legislature when it 
convenes in January. 


Corned Beef and Beans 


The substitution of baked beans for cabbage 
in corned beef and cabbage, which Russian 
visitors are making at the American restau- 
rant at the Brussels world’s fair, is not neces- 
sarily inadmissible in itself. It does involve, 
of course, missing out on the cabbage with 
one’s corned beef, but then corned beef and 
baked beans don’t sound too ,untoothsome 
either. It’s the precedent of the thing that 
has got us worried. 


Corned beef and cabbage go together, in 
the same way that still other pairs of food- 
stuffs are affinities. Once we go getting 
them paired off in some unorthodox manner, 
who is to say the confusion will stop com- 
pounding short of pancakes and dumplings, 
chicken and sirup? Ice cream and dressing, 
turkey and cake? Ham and sauerkraut, spare- 
ribs and eggs? Liver and cream, coffee and 
onions? Grits and beer, skittles and gravy? 


Agreement at Ford 


The nation-wide Ford strike ought to end 
shortly after it began because of the agree- 
ment with the United Auto Workers for a 
new three-year contract. 


Union leader Walter Reuther says the final 
agreement is “considerably better” than the 
company’s previous offer of a two-year con- 
tract with wage increases of 16 cents an hour. 
The agreement calls for improvements in 
pensions, supplementary unemployment pay, 
severance pay, compensation for short work 
weeks, and a night differential. Beyond that, 
it permits a 3-cent hourly cost of living al- 
lowance, retroactive to Sept. 1, and a 7-cent 
rise owing to the “improvement factor.” 


Few labor contracts are as complicated as 
those in the auto industry, as evidenced by 
the fact that the negotiators themselves are 
not yet certain as to the exact cost of the 
new Ford contract. The “improvement fac- 
tor,” which is tied to increased efficiency and 
automation, offers one key to the results. If 
the wage rise is in fact accompanied by in- 
creased productivity, new car prices should

- Behind the Jersey Wreck 


As evidence bearing on the causes of Mon- 
day’s ghastly train wreck in New Jersey be- 
gins to emerge from the drowned tangle 
bodies and steel, two facts appear paramount: 
First, there was no excuse for the absence of 
a dead-man’s control in the cab of the en- 
gine. Second, it might be well for railroads 
generally to reappraise carefully what amber 
warning signals are doing for the safety of 
their trains.. - 


A dead-man’s control automatically brings 
a train to a stop if the engineer releases his 
grip on the controls. The engineer of the 
train that plunged through a partly opened 
drawbridge into Newark bay was 63 years old 
and suffering from heart trouble caused by 
hypertension, according to the autopsy report. 
How then did he pass the medical examina- 
tion he took July 21? The assistant medical 
examiner of Hudson county said the engineer 
suffered a heart attack before the wreck 
occurred. } ee 


The railroad attempts to condone :the ab- 
sence of a dead-man’s; button—a standard, 
basic safety device for the last quarter-cen- 
tury—by saying that there are ordinarily 
two men in the cab and the fireman can 
take over in event the engineer is stricken. 
That is putting too much reliance on human 
frailty at best, as the New Jersey tragedy elo- 
quently demonstrates. 


Whether the dead-man’s control would have 
wholly averted disaster at shortly after 10 
o’clock last Monday morning is a question 
complicated by the amber lights. A first 
amber caution light was on, a mile from the 
draw. A quarter mile farther along was an- 
other. A red stop signal shone only 550 
feet from the partly opened bridge. 


The normal speed limit at the spot was 45 
miles an hour. A towerman said the engine 
hit the draw going 30 m.p.h. Passengers es- 
timated the train’s speed at up to 60. Ata 
speed of 60 miles an hour it may take a train 
up to a mile to come to a full stop after the 
brakes are first applied. Certainly 550 feet 
would be too little. 

Amber lights are ambiguous in automobile 
traffic, and there is some indication they suf- 
fer a similar status in railroading. The engi- 
neer is supposed to slow down his train, but 
in the course of a day’s run he may see many 
amber lights and if he slowed down for all 
of them he would never make his schedule. 
If as serious a hazard as an open drawbridge 
exists, should there not be red lights for a 
distance of at least a mile approaching? 

These are questions which we should like 
to see the Interstate Commerce Commission 
go into in its forthcoming hearings in- New 
York. 
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For a Purer Meramec 


A report on water pollution control for 
the Meramec river basin has finally been is- 
sued, by the United States Public Health 
Service and the Missouri Division of Health. 
It is a poor, not to say negligible, piece of 
work. Of its mere nine pages, two are de- 
voted to a foreword, one to a bibliography, 
two to a general description of the basin, and 
two to a rehash of the water-quality standards 
adopted four years ago by the Missouri Basin 
Health Council. 

There is thus left only a page and a half 
to justify the high-sounding title ““A Compre- 
hensive Program for Water Pollution Control 
for the Meramec River Basin.” And about 
all this page and a half does is to point out 
that Bonne Terre, Union and Valley Park 
should be building their first sewage disposal 
facilities, while additions and improvements 
should be made at Belle, Bismarck, Bland, 
Cuba, Flat River, Pacific, Potosi, Salem and 
Sullivan. 

The subject demands a great deal more 
documented, and more courageous, treatment 
than this. Meanwhile, the publication in 
question may serve to put these Meramec 
basin communities on mild notice that they 
have a problem which affects the growth and 
prosperity of the larger basin community, 


and should be taking action to deal with it. 


The Last Resort 


Attorney General William P. Rogers is re- 
lying on public pressure to help open the 
closed high schools of Little Rock, but that 
is not his only reliance. Speaking for Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, Mr. Rogers makes it clear 
that the Justice Department will take legal 
action when the time comes. 


Meanwhile the just grievance of parents 
and school children against Gov. Faubus’s 
closing of the schools is working on the Gov- 
ernment’s side. It is ironic to see the Gov- 
ernor arguing with the Little Rock school 
board more over the ban on football than 
over the ban on education. But many parents 
and student leaders have a better perspective. 


Aside from pressure from parents, Gov. 
Faubus faces the results of an absurd mis- 
take in dealing with Presbyterian leaders 
who urged first consideration for “the educa- 
tional welfare of our children.” The Gover- 
nor made the ridiculous charge that their 
call for moderation was the result of brain- 
washing “by left-wingers, Communists and 
integrationists.” , 

The Governor has weakened his popular 
support just in advance of his next defensive 
move, which is to reopen the closed schools 
as segregated private schools. That is the 
final object of the legislation recently handed 
him by the Arkansas Legislature, and six 
Little Rock residents have now filed incor- 
poration papers for that purpose. 

Virginia as well as Arkansas has made 
publicly supported private schooling the last 
resort in the massive resistance to integra- 
tion. It is a poor resort, but state officials 
obviously hope to fight a delaying action 
through prolonged court tests. Hence the 
time for legal action by the Justice Depart- 
ment is rapidly approaching. 

If, as Attorney General Rogers indicated, 
the Federal Government cannot permit school 
closure as a means of defying federal court 
orders, the Government certainly cannot per- 
mit private use of public schools for the same 
unconstitutional purpose. Massive resistance 


should collapse on that issue, and the sooner 


the better.

These events form an evident pat- 
tern. Few people in our day and 
nation would have been more superb- 
ly qualified for the Senate than Fin- 
letter, Bowlés and Benton. 


Yet in states as presumably mature 
politically as New York and Con- 
necticut, the Democratic organization 
preferred to nominate mediocre 
party hacks. The case in Pennsyl- 
vania is less clearcut, since Mayor 
Lawrence is as thoroughly qualified 
for the governorship as Messrs. 
Hogan and Dodd are not for the 
Senate; yet the elimination of Dil- 
worth too seems part of the broader 
pattern, 


Revolt on Lower Levels 


The essence of this pattern is 
plain enough. It is a revolt of the 
low-level professional within’ the 
party organization against the New 
Deal and post-New Deal leadership 
of the Democratic party. If it con- 
tinues, it will transform the char- 
acter of the party and destroy its 
prospects. 


I suggest that this revolt began 
on the lower levels. I doubt whether 
Carmine De Sapio, the party boss in 
New York, or John Bailey, the state 
chairman in Connecticut, would have 
incited these uprisings. In a sense, 
they too are among the victims. Both 
De Sapio and Bailey have been rela- 
tively “modern” politicians, liberal 
in their public utterances, willing in 
the past to work cheerfully with the 
Harrimans and Bowleses, 


But both are evidently weak men, 
frightened by rumblings from the 
local clubs and disinclined to fight 
for the principles they so fervently 
espouse on ceremonial occasions. 
Congressman William Green, the 
boss in Philadelphia, is another mat- 
ter; he is the Know-Nothing revolt 
incarnate. 


Decay in Massachusetts 


But whether slowly, as with De 
Sapio and Bailey, or joyfully, as with 
Green, the state leaders in the 
Northeast have begun a process of 
capitulation to the Know-Nothing 
elements in the lower rungs of th 
party organization. . 


In a state like Massachusetts, with 
a hopelessly evasive and mediocre 
Governor like Foster Furzcolo, and 
with Senator Kennedy understand- 
ably but regrettably staying out of 
local politics, the process of decay 
is even further advanced. Able young 
liberal Democrats encounter an auto- 
matic resentment in the lower ranks 
of the organization when they bear 
reprehensible names like Endicott 
Peabody or John L. Saltonstall Jr.

The organization thesis, he wrote, 
“is that the ‘eggheads’—the intel- 
lectuals and erusading New Deal 
elements within the Democratic 
party as well as the Liberal party— 
were exercising an influence over 
party policies beyond their strength.” 
This anti-eggheadism is certainly 
part of the story. Another part of 
the story is an anti-Ivy League feel- 
ing which has been rankling for 
many years in the murky lower 
depths of the Democratic party in 
the Northeast. 


Most of these state parties are a 
curious amalgamation of upper-class 
figures, Yankee, Protestant, college- 
trained, much concerned about polit- 
ical principle and public service— 
sometimes airy in their attitude to- 
ward the shabbier political realities 
—and lower-class professionals, Irish 
or Italian by origin, Catholic by re- 
ligion, for whom politics is not a 
sometime avocation or a form of 
ideological combat but a business 
and a way of life. Often this back- 
ground has produced some of the 
wisest and ablest leaders in the 
party; as often the upper-class ama- 
teurs are dilettantes. In any case, 
tensions exist between them. 


For a time bosses like Jacob 
Arvey in Illinois and Paul Dever 
in Massachusetts, like (to a degree) 
Bailey and De Sapio—like, most ef- 
fective of all, Jim Finnegan in Penn- 
sylvania, whose death seems more 
than ever a calamitous loss to the 
Democratic party — succeeded in 
bridging the gap between the two 
antagonistic groups. 


But the links appear to be snap- 
ping. No one should underestimate 
the intensity of the feeling. Tom

What makes this Democratic turn 
the more ironic is that it comes at 
a time when the rest of the nation 
is belatedly awakening to the des- 
perate need for new ideas, for intel- 
ligence, for leadership in our public 
life. Men like Tom Finletter, Chester 
Bowles, William Benton, Richardson 
Dilworth would have provided such 


leadership magnificently. 


A party which seeks to qualify it- 
self for responsibility in an age of 
national and international crisis is 
not well advised to begin to do so 
by blowing out its own brains.

Brown one pound of ground 
beef and season with salt, pep- 
per and three tablespoons of 
grated onion. Add one small 
can of mushroom pieces, then 
fold in one No. 303 can of pre- 
pared spaghetti and heat 
thoroughly.

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TRAINS SPEED 
Al DRAWDRIDGE 
HELD ABNORMAL 


NEW YORK, Sept, 18 (AP)— 
The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission opens an inquiry today 
into the wreck of a Jersey Cen- 
tral commuter train which 
plunged into Newark bay 
through an open drawbridge 
Monday. 

The Jersey Central’s top 
Signal engineer, William J. 
Yanega, testified that all sig- 
nals and switches should have 
halted the train if they had 
been working properly. 

Yanega gave a long technical 
explanation of the operation of 
the drawbridge and the signal 


devices controlling trains ap- 
proaching it. 


The number of known dead 
rose to 29 today when the 
bodies of two victims washed 
ashore at Bayonne, N.J. Nine- 
teen other persons have been 
reported missing. 

Hudson county officials, al- 
ready investigating to determine 
whether human or mechanical 
failure caused the disaster, 
charged yesterday the train 
was traveling at an abnormal 
speed. 

A preliminary autopsy on the 
dead engineer, Lioyd Wilburn 
of Red Bank, N.J., indicated 
that a heart attack contributed 
to his death. The engineer's 
fireman, Peter Andrew of Jer- 
sey City, is missing. 

The five-coach train and two 
diesel locomotives—one a dead- 
head — pounded past warning 
lights and plowed through a 
derailing device before the en- 
gines and two cars went into 
the water. A third coach dan- 
gled from the bridge for some 
minutes, then dropped into the 
| bay. The last two coaches re- 
' mained on the trestle tracks. 


| No Bodies in Locomotive. 


| The lead locomotive was raised 

from the water last night. No 
bodies were found in the cab. 
A second engine was to be 
raised today. 

Hudson county prosecutor 
Lawrence A. Whipple, after 
questioning witnesses at Bay- 
onne (N.J.) police headquarters, 
said the train was going at “an 
abnormal rate of speed” as far 
back as a warning signal 2000 
feet from the open draw. 


Whipple’s office impounded 
the speed indicator tape of the 
lead locomotive. The tape was 
too wet and dirty to read imme- 
diately. 

Commenting on the medical 
findings concerning Wilburn, 
Whipple said: 

“tn my opinion, the train was 
in trouble after it passed the 
first warning light, which is 
approximately 2000 feet from 
the span. If the engineer had 
all his normal faculties func- 
tioning properly, he should 
have reduced his speed 2000 
feet back from the draw.” 


Whipple said the normal 
speed at the time should have 
been 15 to 20 miles an hour. 
A railroad spokesman said the 
allowable bridge speed with a 
clear track is 45 miles an hour, 
but is half that with caution 
lights showing. 

30-Mile Speed Estimate. 

Joseph Halliday, the Eliza- 
bethport signalman, told Whip- 

le the ‘train was going about 

miles an hour when it passed 
him. Halliday said that is about 
the.normal speed for that sec- 
tion. 

Joseph J. Galuppo, superin- 
tendent of the railroad’s cen- 
tral division, told Whipple that 
if the train had been traveling 
at its normal speed when it 
hit the derailing device—483 
feet from the drawbridge—and 
if the safety brakes had been 
applied, the train would have 
stopped in 70 feet . 

Meanwhile, the New Jersey 
Public Utility Commission 
ordered al! passenger railroads 
in the state to install a so- 
called “dead man’s control” in 
their locomotives within 90 
days. The device is designed to 
halt a train immediately if the 
engineer’s hand slips from the 
controls through a sudden dis- 
ability. The Jersey Central 
said none of its engines has 
such a control when there is a 
two-man crew in the cab. 

In Washington, Senator 
George Smathers (Dem.), Flor- 
ida, chairman of a commerce 
surface transportation subcom- 
mittee, said his group would 
conduct the hearings on 
whether the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission should be 
empowered to require periodic 
physical examinations of rail- 
road engineers and firemen. 

Smathers said the ICC now 
has power to order physical 
checkups for trainment . such 
as the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration can and does re- 
quire for airplane pilots. How- 
ever, the engineer in the Jer- 
sey Central tragedy had taken 
| a physical examination July 21 

as required by the New Jersey 

Public Utility Commission.

how come Mitchell is so prom- 
ising in the pro leagu. and 
wonder why Eliot didn’t get 
more from him in college ball.” 

Sympathetically, Brown 
pointed out that Mitchell now 
has only one central responsi- 
bility—to carry the ball, as a 
runner or pass catcher. In col- 
lege football, as a two-way 


up under the burden of playing 
defense as well as offense and 
also had to do more blocking 
on offense. 

The recollection of fumbles 
and miscues which staggered a 
good Illinois team in a four- 
won, five-lost season a year 
ago remains strong with Eliot. 

‘Must Correct Mistakes.’ 
~“Our No. 1 job is to correct 
the mistakes, the penalties, the 
offsides and fumbling that 
marred our 1957 season,” he 
said yesterday, and he appeared 
surprisingly calm and confident 
with the season opener here 
against UCLA just 10 days 
away. 

One step Eliot has taken to 
guard against the possibility 
of errors is to reduce the num- 
ber of plays the Illini will be 
asked to master. 

“We use a lot of formations,” 
Eliot said, “and we'll continue 
to do that. I believe in flank- 
ets because I think it helps 
weaken the opponent’s defense, 
but there won’t be so many 
plays. For instance, one of our 
quarterbacks found’ one play 
working well the other day in 
scrimmage and varied it only 
by starting it from five differ- 
ent formations. 

“We still must have an at- 
tack equipped to cope with the 
many defensive maneuvers you 
run up against. We are re- 
ducing the number of plays 
only enough to assure learn- 
ing assignments as well as 
possible.” 

‘For the first two weeks of 
fall drills, the Illinois squad 
performance was remarkably 
free of fumbles and mistakes. 

“Then there was an out- 
cropping of about 10 fumbles 
in last Saturday’s scrimmage, 
so we're still not sure about 
this,” Eliot said. 

The veteran coach preparing 
his seventeenth entry in Big 
Ten football, has had a losing 
season in three of the last four 
years. A recurring quarter- 
back problem has haunted him. 

Baseball Gets Haller. 

Tom Haller, upon whom 
Eliot finally settled as the field 
general in 1957, played pro 
baseball with Phoenix in the 
San Francisco Giants’ system, 
thus abbreviating his college 
athletic career. 

Now Eliot has four quarter- 
back candidates, all of them 
wearing white jersies indicative 
of first string position. .That's 
the coach’s way of saying the 
job still is open. 

Johnny Easterbrook, a Cham- 


paign boy, a sophomore, a 
young man of only 149 pounds 
and five feet seven and one- 
half inches in height, is one of 
the four. Eliot says he is “in- 
trigued” by him. ‘There can 
be no doubt about the unusual 
courage of a little fellow of 
those proportions trying to 
compete against the size or 
brawn usually necessary in Big 
Ten football. 

“He's a fair passer, good ball 
carrier and smart, but what are 
you going to do with his lack of 
size on defense?” Eliot asks. 

Bob Hickey, 6-1 179-pound 
junior, who stafted last year’s 
first game as quarterback after 
a brilliant passing performance 
in training; Bill Offenbecher 
(6-0, 180 senior), and Russ 
Martin from Carbondale (6-1, 
178 soph) are the other quar- 
terback candidates.

TWINS ARE TWO CHILDREN and as no two children 
are alike in mental endowment, disposition, tastes or char-’ 
acteristic in general, they should be treated as individ- 
uals, Outsiders, strangers to the children, are not able to 
tell them apart but their mothers soon know which is 
which, They have shown her their differences. If she is 
wise she allows for those differences in handling them. 

Soon she attends to one first always because he makes 
the most fuss. Soon she varies the diet of one because he 
refuses the food the other accepts. Always there ig some 


distinctive difference in behavior that indicates the need | 


for different treatment. 


This basic difference is what makes for per- 
sonality in the child and nobody willingly should 
endanger that. It is for this reason that it is usu- 
ally wiser to dress the twins differently according 
to the preferetices they express. It is customary 
to dress them alike but, as a usual thing, if the 
children have the chance they choose different 
colors and patterns. It is wise to allow them that 
choice. 


When the twins go to school it is better to place them 
in different classes. One may be brighter than the other 
and, if that is so, the slower one is certain to be made to 
feel inferior. One may have ability in a field in which the 
other cannot function. Again, unless they are so placed in 
school as to allow their differences to develop to the advan- 
tage of each, one or the other will be unhappy. 


Sometimes twins who have been treated as 
one personality instead of two different ones be- 
come dependent one on the other—which is 
good for either, Although they born 
at the same same they are really one and one. 
Each must live his own life as his and 
tastes determine, and unless he has been 
and taught so as to allow this he will not be 
successful as he might have been.

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Jefferson County’s ‘Over_39’ Health Clinic 


Pilot Project, With Much Help F rom Volunteers, Is Big Success in Providing Multiple Screening Checkups

ED COOPER’S WIFE heard 
about it before he did. She 
told him they were setting up 
a special clinic in Hillsboro 
where everybody in Jefferson 
county over the age of 39 
could get what they called a 
multiple screening health 
checkup. Ed didn’t think much 
of the idea at first, even though 
it was free. 


“Never had anything radi- 
cally wrong with me,” he said. 
“Didn’t see much reason in go- 
ing. But we kept reading 
about it in the papers and last 
Sunday, in church they said 
they had a few openings this 
week so I said, ‘Well, let’s get 
it over with.’” 


That is how the Coopers of 
DeSoto, Mo., happened to be 
sitting in the hall waiting their 
turn along with 70 or 80 others 
the day we went out to look at 
Hillsboro’s multiphasic screen- 
ing program which has been 
attracting so much attention in 
public health circles. 


A pilot project, first of its 
kind in Missouri or the Middle 
West, it has the joint sponsor- 
ship of the Jefferson County 
Health Department and Coun- 
ty Medical Society, and was set 
up by State Health Division 
and the United States Public 
Health Service people. Its 
great success has been due, not 
only to all this top level leader- 
ship but to a masterful job of 
volunteer and community co- 
operation as well. 


“They told us they chose 
Jefferson. county because of 
our fine health department and 
because the people here are 
so public spirited,” at least 
four volunteers said proudly. 
Both points have been well 
borne, out. 


“We feel this is a crusade 
to combat the problem of aging 
by detecting chronic illness, 
which is a part of that prob- 
lem,” Stephen B. Jones, state 
division health educator, said. 

“Dr, Carl E. Rice, director 
of the County Health Depart- 
ment, came up early in our 
campaign with the slogan, 
‘Early detection is good health 
protection,’ and we've used 
that to interest) people in com- 
ing here.” 

Since July 7 more than 3000 
Jefferson county residents over 
the age of 39 have had the 
tests. Each day an additional 
65 to 70 go through on ap- 
pointments closely scheduled 
at five minute intervals. 

Patients are registered by 
volunteers as they enter and 
are given a clip board of ma- 
terial they will need. They 
move on to station one, where 
a volunteer takes down their 
height and weight, then on to 
six subsequent numbered sta- 
tions, to get chest X-ray, den- 
tal examination, sight and hear- 
ing tests, -electrocardiogram 
and blood tests, and a tonome- 
ter test to see if pressure in- 


» dicates ‘a possibility of glau- 


coma, one of the major causes 
of blindness.

“This is health education,” 
said Dr. C. W. Meinershagen, 
director of the project. “We 
hope to make people health 
conscious and get them to go 
to their own doctors. We also 
hope to see what we can do to 
detect chronic diseases early. 
Glaucoma is a good instance of 
a disease without pain which 
you have to go out and look 
for.” 

One of the most talked-of 
discoveries since the screening 
clinic began is the case of a 
man in his 60s from DeSoto. 
He came over when the 
screening first started, not in- 
tending to take the tests but 
just accompanying a friend. 
They had some free time that 
day so he went through. The 
tonometer test indicated that he 
ghould see an eye specialist. He 


was found to have glaucoma in 


early stages and is now under 
treatment. 

“In any program like this 
you're going to get some false 
positives, that’s inevitable,” Dr. 
Rice commented. “We may run 
our one EKG lead on a man 
and have it show up abnormal. 
He may go to a heart specialist 
in St. Louis who takes 12 leads 
and finds his heart is okay. 
Well, he may have spent $25 on 
the tests and be a little angry 
because he had to spend it, but 
I think most people would be 
glad to find out they’re okay 
even if it costs them some- 
thing.” 

Before they arrive at the 
handsome five-year-old health 
building and are registered in 
by volunteers at the front 
desk, much advance prepara- 
tion has gone into the visit of 
each person.

and dentists agreed to co- 
operate. 

Ruth Richards, United States 
Public Health Service consult- 
ant now on the job, terms it a 
“remarkable job from. the 
standpoint of staff devotion 
to duty and community partici- 
pation.” 

Community participation got 
its start May when Mrs. 
Kennett Uding was appointed 
chairman of the county-wide 
planning board, a group of 
representatives of health, wel- 
fare, education, government, 
religion and labor. Mrs. Uding 
is one of those pleasant-man- 
nered, smartly-groomed women 
that you find among the 
“do-ers” in every community. 
She had been president of the 
Jefferson County Council of 
P.-T.As and, she says, “You 
know when people work on 
P.-T.A. they work on every- 
thing.” 

Mrs. Uding contributed a bit 
of psychological advice first of 
all by suggesting that the age 
limit be set at “over 39” in- 
stead of “over 40,” as the med- 
ical heads had suggested, on 
the ground that women would 
rather admit to 39. 

To reach the “over-39s,” the 
county was divided into the 19 
telephone exchange areas, with 
individual-chairmen, appoint- 
ment secretaries and volunteer 


‘recruitment heads. 


“It was our responsibility,” 
said Mrs, Uding, “to see that 
everyone knew about the pro- 
gram, to see that people made 
appointments, obtained trans- 
portation when necessary, and 
to provide volunteer help for 
jobs non-technical people could 
do. After it’s over it will be 
our job to review the sum- 
marized findings and see what 
can be done to improve health 
conditions.” , 

Certain times were allotted 
to each community and ap- 
pointment secretaries were giv- 
en these times to fill. 

“It was easy,” said the Rev. 
Paul Wobus II. “We had our 
first appointment time filled in 
two hours and people were ask- 
ing when the next time would 
be available.” 

The Rev. Mr. Wobus was 
chairman of the Butler area in 
which Cedar Hill (pop. 400) is 
the largest of four communi- 
ties, the others being Dittmer, 
Grubville and Morse’s Mill. 
Weekly newspaper columnists 
publicized the project for him, 
and three appointment secre- 
taries, he says, “did all the 
work.” 


Each community chairman 
went through usual channels,

asking newspapers to run 
stories, having ministers make 
announcements, spreading the 
word through P.-T.A. and ex- 
tension groups. But each one 
had some special tricks of her 
own. 

Mrs. P. F. Donnelly of Her- 
culaneum had announcements 
made at every large gathering 
in her area, left literature in 
drug stores, groceries, barber 
shops. Mrs. Charles Clark of 
DeSoto sent her husband with 
an appointment sheet to the 
Chamber of Commerce, talked 
it up to the women of her 
Lutheran church while they 
made apple and pear butter. 


Mrs. W. W. Froeschle, who 
lives where “we don’t have 
any cities, just villages of 150- 
300,” covered the Atlas-Kim- 
mswick area through beauty 
shops, florists, filling stations. 
Since transportation’ was a 
major problem, with each ap- 
pointmen card she added a 
note, "You are expected to 
take —” or “You are expected 
to ride with —” and names 
and departure time. 


A woman in Crystal City, a 


union town, set up shop at 
the union hall one day each 
week to take appointments. A 
woman from Grubville had ap- 
pointment cards to be deliver- 
ed down the road and sent 
them with the Highway 30

Nancy, decided to take up 
nursing as a career. Nine 
Hematite women worked 133 
hours, a proud total from a 
community of 225 people. 

“The telephones were really 
busy here in Jefferson county,” 
Mrs. Uding sums it up. 

Although appointments were 
set up at five-minute intervals, 
there have been few late or 
broken appointments. 

Dr. McKinstry has found 
most people prompt in their 
follow-up when told to see 
their doctor. Dr. Robert Cayne, 
Festus dentist, has found the 
dental follow-up slower but 
thinks people are more reluct- 
ant to seek dental service. He 
thinks the education value— 
such as teaching people that 
dentures are not good for a 
lifetime—is a great asset of 
the screening. 

Dr. Ronald Pfleuger, young 
St. Louis dentist who com- 
mutes to Hillsboro each day 
to work In the dental clinic, 
estimates that only one out of 
300 needs no dental attention 
at all.. 

There have been only ca- 
sual estimates as to the state 
of health of Jefferson county 
residents. So far only 100 
charts have been analyzed with 
25 per cent showing no indica- 
tion of anything wrong, 75 per 
cent needing some medical at- 
tention.

IN THE MANY PLEAS for 
revamping the education of
